At the rate ship- 
ments have byen made so far, we es¬ 
timate that it will take about two 
years to move this crop. 

I 2.' GRAIN UNPROTECTED: That 
I owing to shortage of elevator space 
and the inability of the farmers to 
ship, large quantities of grain are ly¬ 
ing in the Open unprotected, and this 
grain is liable to detoriate for this 
reason. 

3. LIQUIDATION OF INDEBTED¬ 
NESS: That owing to the conditions 
prevailing and farmers being unable 
to sell their grain, the liquidation of 
their indebtedness which has been 
outstofihing, is still further delayed, 
and that in a. great many cases farm¬ 
ers are not able to secure further 
credits from the banks, which is, ser¬ 
iously interfering with the general 
merchandnsing business, and is liable 
to cause failures if this condition con¬

A Case In Point 


An exchange appeared recently 
with the .Jbry~of -a southern Alberta 
farmer who because, of the insistance 
of his bankers was forced to sell his 
1920 crbpt at a low market price in 
I order to meet immediate bank obli¬ 
gations. The price at the moment 
was niot In any sense the legitimate 
price, and in being forced to sell the 
farmer lost imany hundreds of dollars. 
He warned the bank that if forced to 
sell at the tin\e, he would also be 
forced to make Anassignment for the 
l>eh€‘fR-of other creditors. He did it. 
ancl today he is woikiifg- for wages. 

Here is an illustration of a weal:- 
ness of the Canadian banking system. 
The branch manager gets instructions 
from headquarters in the east and 
beyond certain prescribed limits he is 
noe empowered to go without refer¬ 
ence to headquarters. The crisis 
with the. farmer comes quickly. As 
a rule there is no time for east or 
west correspondence. No matter how 
certain the branch manager may be 
as to the risk, he is taking chances in 
going farthef than Tlis-,orders permit. 
As a rule he does not take chances 
and thefarmer suffers. 

Generally speaking our Canadian 
banking system i* far in advance of 
that of the United States. In this 
particular respect it frequently falls 
down and gives the advocate of the 
state and county bank in the repub¬ 
lic argument with which to oppose it. 
It is unfortunate that ft is so. It 
would be better if all Canadian banks 
doing business in the west were to 
arrange matters so that branch man¬ 
agers in this part of the country could 
be given wider latitude within which 
to exercise their personal judgment as j 
to what are and what are not good 
accounts without necessity for refer¬ 
ence to eastern headquarters. This 
particularly with respect to agricul¬ 
tural credits.

The U.F.A. winning the next pro¬ 
vincial election and forming a gov¬ 
ernment with Hon. Charles Stewart 
as premier is the impression which a 
correspondent of the Toronto Star re¬ 
ceived in a visit through western Can¬ 
ada. 

The correspondent works it out that 
the U.F.A. is bound to win, but as it 
hos no antagonism towards Premier 
Stewart, and as it has no person with 
such legislative experience, it believes 
that it would be a good move all 
round to make such an arrangement. 

Here is the story as the Star has it 
about Alberta. 

Premier Stewart is in a much more 
position than the Saskat- 


Stewart cabinet, and who has in ad¬ 
dition very strong personal influence 
with the average Alberta farmer, 
for a long time Mr. Wood kept the 
U.F.A. out of pilitics but a Non¬ 
partisan league, imitating the North 
Dakota experiment and recruited 
from farmers who wanted separate 
political action, put candidates in the 
field at the last provincial election 
and 'carried two seats. It was gain¬ 
ing strength so rapidly that it forced 
Mr. Wood’s hand and he committed 
the U.F.A. to political action as a 
body, whereupon the Non-partisan 
league disappeared.
